IN USUN CONTACTS OVER WEEKEND, SYG EXPRESSED DISMAY AT 
NON-ALIGNED DRAET RES AND TOLD SCALI HE WOULD INDICATE HIS CONCERN 
TO SC PRES CROWE (UK) AND URGE MORE ACTIVE BRITISH ROLE 
IN MODERATING IT. TEKOAH (ISRAEL) TOLD SCALI NON-ALIGNED 
DRAET COMPLETELY UNACCEPTABLE AND HE THREATENED DENOUCE RES 242. 
ERENCH RE SAID WHEN TEKOAH 

MENTIONED SUCH POSSIBILITY TO HIM HE COUNSELED STRONGLY AGAINST IT.

MOTIVES DID NOT EXCUSE ACTS OE TERRORISM, AND NIGERIA STATED 
US DRAFT CONVENTION WOULD NOT SOLVE ROOT CAUSES. GREEK REP 
THOUGHT UN SHOULD AGREE ON NUMBER OE CONCRETE ACTS WHICH COULD 
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BE CONSIDERED COMMON CRIMES AND BE COVERED BY MEASURES OE 
INTERNATIONAL COOPERATION. ITALY AND URUGUAY CITED CONVENTION
